WcVe been on the job one week and vj f^r 1 m txUrjujaaiUc aooui ii- 
Friday we left cami>, up the pike about fi^ -— miles, at Agua Clara and 
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came 



down to Pecaya on foot. The trii) was very hard, very hoi, and 
vTry stony, so that wc were about *'all in" when we got here. Hut we 
have a nice camp l)y a clean liltle stream just on the e<i«c of a more or 
less prosperous Utile town. The people are fnenilly to u fault and tclJ us 
all about variotLS "mines" in the neJKhl>orhwd. A mine is any place 
which looks as thouj^h it might iwssibly be of ftomc economic value. It 
may be a little black .shale which Ihey call a coal mifie, or it may be & 
salt spring. The natives are absolutely ignorant, so that on s/>me rhtys 
• have spent hours in tracing up some fool little spring of ordinary

This is a pretty k<j<x1 country to live in cxccT>t that there's no water 
to speak of, so we can only go so far from camp as wc can carry water 
for the trip. VVc have been getting up before daylight 'dmi getting 
started about 6:30. It's fine working in the curly morning, hut alonjf 
about 11: JO it iKgi"^ to get hot and we seldom get back to camp until 

atlcr 3:00, 

We get our money by tcIegra|Vh. I m keeping the balance out of the 
Decemhtr chcxk on me lor use in case of an emergency. It ought to laM 
me about forty years at the present rate of expenditure. Laundry one 
week cost six cents and the next week ten cents, 

January 36 

We moved into Pedregal on Tuesday and we've been working upt 
into the mountains north of here since then. The mountains are not 
very high but they certainly arc steep. From here to the base is just 
about six miles across a perfectly flat plain, the elevation of which is very 
cloac to the elevation of Mt. Carroll. Then the mountains begin and 
thev go up 1,500 feet in a horizontal distance of not more than a half- 
mile. From the top, which i-S a long flat ridge, one can sec to the Carib- 
bean and Paraguana by facing north, and one can see the mounlai 
around Churuguana. It's a magnificent view, Pedregal, by the way, 
is a ver>' good place to bc- Wc have a big room in an alleged "hotel" 
to ourselves. The cooking tastes mighty good after camp cooking, anil 
the people are very pleasant. There are only two other rooms in the 
house — one of them being the dining-room and the other the kitchen— but 
there is a fine big back yard for the goats and chickens and for our burros. 
Our l>oys sleep in their hammocks on the back {K>rch. We expect to 
stay here until Tuesday morning and wish that we could make it longer. 

Poso AzuH, Vkn'kzukla, February 14^ 1915 
I guess my partner and I are the only white people who ever heard of 
the name of Poso Axur. Of course the natives may take exception to

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that statement on the ground that they arc while people but I think th.f 
the iK>int h OTH-'n to question. Wc arc now experiencing the iovs of 
cxploraUon. To be sure, the c.>untry is pretty fairly well settled and 
there are tot* of road«. We s^-ldom travel more than three or four mil^ 
without mcctinK sr^mconc or passing a house. But the peonle at 
awfully ignorant and lazy that wc are unable to get more lhan\h° 
vaguest directions as to roa<ls, 

Wc are getting pretty !ow on the cost of living proposition. Tuesday 
wclwughlagoatforgocenls. One of the hoys did the dirty work Wc 
sold the skin for 30 cents and have b«en having fried liver, goat soud*^ 
goat steak, etc., ever since. Oh y«s, we sold 10 cents worth of meat l^ 
the whole cost us 40 cents. ' 

In case I haven't explained the detaiJs of our housekeeping, I'll tell 
it all over. We consist of a party of four, Uurnett and myself, and two 
jjconcs or lalwring men at 60c a day apiece. We have five bLrros and 
wc carry a small tent, very c<^imforublc camjj cots, a sort of a Rtove, a 
table, two chairs, four hammocks, and a smAll cooking-outfit. VVt 
UAually work from alx)ut 6:30 a.m. until we get Ured or run out of 
water—usually the latter—and the hour u anywhere from 1:00 to 5:00, 
most often about 3 :oo imi. When we arc in a region where we can gel 
limes we can usually get along with lea* water, but we have to carry the 
day's supply with u^ and water is the great problem. The hotel at Coro 
is the worlds greatest. It's admittedly a l>ctter place to live than the 
famous Klindt at Caracas and there's nothing else to cotajwe with it 
between Trinidad and Panama, m they say. Did I tdJ you about the 
bath ? It's the most wonderful baih in the worfd, there arc four showers 
and you use any or all of them. It becomes somewhat ridiculou* though 
when the tank on top of the house go« dry and you hav»- u, v.;! r-.. »•.,. 
kid to come and pump. 

Tomorrow I shall go oflf on a horseback ride with t. Jng 

"geologist" and wc .shall 1m: gone for about a weci; , <.-n we get back 
to Coro, I shall go with a Venezuela surveyor off into the country where 
Burnett and I have just been. This job will probably last {or aooth 
month or more. 

Coro, March 15, ., 
I've been off for the last week on a horseback trip with the a«tstant 
chief geologist. We had a couple of really interesting expcrieoce*. At 
Pecaya, for instance, there bang no hotel or inn, wc picked out the best-? 
looking house in town and stopped there. Wc lx>ardcd off the family for 
two days and kicked because we couldn t get all the tgg% we wanted,

on Sundays and on holidays, quadruple for Kn^lisb regardless of 
distance, 

Agua Viva, April 20, 1913 

Pedro and I have been off on a four days' trii) through the mountain&. 
Last week we were in Coro where a couple of German traveling salesmen 
told me that there was mail for me at Uramaco, a town I've never l)een 
in and not closer to than six miles since the middle of February. How^ 
ever, iij>on the expenditure of $3 80 for telegrams and messengers I was 
able to i>ry the stuff away from Uramaco and rcceivetl it at Agua Clara 
this morning. The shoes are in thu country but not here. The choco- m 
lales I look forward to with the greatest pleasure as I've not had any M 
decent candy since I left New York. 9 

Of course, when letters come in bunches it saves [Hostage for me. ■ 
I'm keeping a close i>cr3onal expense account along with the company 
expenses, and I find that the biggest item is clothes, but the second k 
postage. It seems to take about a suit a month, but they only co< 
about S4.00 each. You see there's nothing really good in the country, 
and the clothes like everything else are slipshod and slazy- I buy tl^ 
goo<ls and have a woman make them up. 

Coro, May ii» 1913 
About every so often something happens on the job. When I was 
about to pass away from ennui the other day, I got a tL4egram from Y 
Bryan asking me to have a sailboat ready at La Vela on May 20 for a li 
to Curacao and to meet him at Legarto, about sixty miles west, on May 
17, So here I am in Coro tr>'ing to get the sailboat- 

Thc small supply of underwear in which I hesitatingly invested in 
New York is about to die. Moreover, it is perfectly obvious that 
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nobody in Venezuela has the slightet i>ossible notion of v,ndcnvear or 
what It should be.

Wc have a very black jx-on working for us who goes by the name ^f 
CJaudio (pronounced Clow' dio). His stepson, Jo^ Protracis a^! 
fourteen, also works for us at the rate of $4 80 ,,er month. QaudSt 
wife's name is Juanita and she has three other Iddi. One of them is 
little girl named Guilkrmina, i , years old, and the other two arc bov^- 
one of them, four years old, h named Dolores, and the other who is onlv 
two years, goes by the name of Crux Maria. (Obviously the family are 
Cathobcs.) f he >x>ys are in the foUowing stagej of nudity Jose weare 
a bat. coat and i»ants, and sandaJs; Dolores wears a hat and a shirt- 
Crux Maria wears a hat. ' 

Coao, May ao, 1913 
Letters from home reached here yesterday. The tic didn't show up 
The custom officer probably fancied ii. The shoes showed up, but I had 
to pay $11 .00 (real money) for them at the customhouse, so 1 won't 
want any more at that rate. I'm fast becoming a Democrat. The 
Johnson chocolates haven't showed up yet. 

There arc all sorts of ways of traveling, but I rather bdic\'e that I've 
found the roughest. I've tried several since thi.s job began: Penmyfvania 
extra fare, Cadillac automobile, Red D. Line McamCT, nmow gauge 
railroad, saillxjal, and Shank's ponies. Mule back riding, though, takes 
the cake. A mule has a certain motion which puu her in a, cbss by 
herself. Yesterday, I came 45 miles on her and I've averaged 50 a 
day for the last ten days. There arc only about 60 mOo left to go 
between here and the. camp. Isn't that too bad? The gentle taptaio 
of the wiilboat offered to bring the mule and me arrois the bay fcff $4 00. 
I didn't know anything about prices, but 1 thought it might be worth 
while to tjuarrel a little so I offered bim 80 cents. We cojufwomiied at 
$1 . 20, ajid I discovered t(xlay that he should have charged me xo cent*. 

Maracaibo, June 4, 1913 
Well, I'm off tomorrow at the crack of dawn toward the Pcrija. 
There arc three Americans and one Venezuelan down there and as I carry 
mail and telegrams for all of them, I shall probably be wekxKned heartily,

San Josk, June 7, 1913 

We arc located. We arc sure cnoujjh out in the woods— the last forty 
mile^havebeeiithroughatropicaljun^k that's the real stuff. Thcwholc 
trip was through the woods and I hardly ever did ^;cl to see in any 
direction, except straight up at the sky—and that was pretty difiicult 
because the trees are so thick, 

In the first three or four miles we saw the tracks of several— I think 
foar-^-tigers und later on wc came to a housir where they were fcclinj 
badly because they said the animals had killed a cow last night. 

In this country there is an altogether diiTerent kind of [>arrot. Over 
around Coro I saw great quantities of the large green kind. Hcrr 
however^ they arc enormously big and brilliantly colored, I shot one 
with my revolver and have the feathers. The parrot's mate scolded mc 
so much that I almost felt badly, 

I send this back by guide to Maracaibo and I may not get any maJl 
back for sometime, WcVe a long way off. 

July 31, 1913 

Tomorrow at daybreak we leave — five Americans and sixty natives 
—for the Rio Santa Ana River. The peones go to carry the grub and 
cut roads through the jungle- There arc no post-offices or telegraph 
offices. I do not expect to receive or send any mail for many weeks.

A* I read, my interest gre^- and 
much to my surpnse 1 found myself actually enjoying what l' had 
previouiily termed "dull, unreadable literature," I became so absorbed 
in my story that I almost forgot U, go to my meals. I never dreamed a 
book could be ui cntert-aining, and I wondered why I had not thought of 
this plan for making myself read, long ago. 

It was with regret that I finally kid the Jmk down. Little NeU had 
gone to live with the angets I was «ure, for who e^cr heard of a sweeter or 
more angcOc chihl ! Ifow patiently she suffered hardship* and privations 
for the sake of her grandfather and worthlei6 brother! One couldn't 
help loving the dealer in curios, her grandfather, fw he waa an affection- 
ate, kindly old man. From the very beginning of the story be cnliMs 
the reader's symyiathy, and even his besetting sin, gambling, may be 
partially excused on the grounds that each time he went into the game, 
it was with the idea that he would win a great fortune for littk Xelh 
How I despisefJ Mr. Quilp! lie led grandfather Trent into to many 
pitfalls that I am sure he must have had a great many thing* to answer 
for when he met St, Peter, W^hat a laughable appearance be must haw 
prescntetl, a dwarf in stature, with head and face big enough for a gtao 
And who could forget joljy Richard Swivelicr, who often "had the i 
in his eyes ?*" How light-hearted he alwajrs seemed, even when troo 
was just around the comer, " The Marchioness," so nicknamed by DicJc 
Ixfcausc she didn't know her real name; Kit Nubbles, the sfaock-hcaded 
boy of the curio sliop; ^f rs. Jarlcy, whose fame still exists as a proauncai 
figure in parlor entertainments; and many others, far too numerous to 
mention, are in a shadowy way dear friends of mine. i 

No one can read Dickens withoiit falling into the mood d the taic. 
His charadcrs, to me, seem like real jx»f)lc, and I foUow th/rm eag 
through their hardships and joj-s, only to find when I have finidxsd 
book that I have pained another treasure to add to my gprwk^ list 
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thumb-worn vulumcji. 1 have resolved lo keep up my plan and read not 
only Dickvas' storic* but many more of thuse "gcx^d tales/' which, 
ulthouKli they tmvc stood the test of' years, still retain their original 
ilavor and first place in the ranks of literature.
